chine at work. The apparatus is de- 
scribed as—NOT A MACHINE, BUT 
A MIRAiCLE. It may do to the glass 
industry what the Mergenthaier Lin- 
otype machines did several years ago 
to Uie printing business, viz.: revolu- 
tionize it. 


Last week the Newark Machine 


Bottle company was incorporated 
with a capital stock of $100,000. If 
has been authoritatively announced 
that this company will operate the 
Owens bottle machines in its new 
plant here in Newark. The building 
is already erected and much of the 
machinery is installed. The Newark 
plant is to be similar to the new fac- 
tory b'eing completed at Kane, 'Penn. "

RUSSIANS RETIRE 


Outposts Fall Back Before Advancing 


Japs—Operations Are Resumed 


in Manchuria.

St. Petersburg, May 8.—Extensive 


operations are in progress in Manchu- 
ria. A dispatch from Mukden says: 


Since April 29 the Japanese have 


advanced slowly and 
intermittently, 


pushing forward their columns succes- 
sively from right to left under cover of 
a screen of cavalry and Chinese ban- 
dits. The advance has resulted in 
straightening the alignment of the op- 
posing armies, Russian detachments 
which were far advanced on the flanks 
being forced lo retire. Erdagou. to the 
westward, was occupied May 5, but un- 
der pressure by the Russians the Jap- 
anese later evacuated the place. On 
the left the Russian cavalry retired 
behind the Liao river, the Japanese 
occupying Palaotun, Sanlingan and 
Batzya. The village of Shahelzi, on 
the railroad north of Changtufu, has 
been occupied and burned by the Jap- 
anese. There was a sharp brush with 
Chinese bandits on the extreme Rus- 
sian right. 
It is reported that the 


Japanese armies in the center have 
been reinforced. 
The force of Field 


Marshal Oyama's disposal, according 
to information recently received, is 
348 battalions, or 390,000 men. 


The Japanese are said to have 


armed 25,000 or 30,000 Chinese bandits 
with captured Russian 
rifles. The 


Chinese population has been drafted 
by the Japanese for road-making and 
intrenching, and roads are being con- 
structed to Sihminpu, Banchensee and 
Nanga Pass. 


The report from Tsingtau that the 


Russian squadron 
is off Vanfong, 


which is an inlet containing the port 
of Honkohe, the Three Kings being 
rocks near the entrance of Vanfong 
bay, is held to confirm the Japanese 
assertion, that Rojestvensky is still 
cruising in French waters. It is re- 
ported that, in response to Japan's 
second protest, France intimated that 
Rojestvensky had been ordered to 
leave Honkohe. 


Still Guessing. 


Tokyo, May 8.—Assuming that Vice 


Admiral 
Rojestvensky meditates a 


speedy junction of his squadron with 
Vice Admiral Nebogatoff's division, it 
is believed here that the meeting of 
the ships may be expected by Tues- 
day, the speed of Nebogatoff's division 
being only about seven knots an hour. 
These ships are believed to be in need 
of coal and stores, and their deficien- 
cies in this respect will probably be 
supplied by \>ice Admiral Rojestven- 
sky at some friendly port after the 
two admirals effect a junction. 
The 


futur3 movements of the Russian Pa- 
cific squadron is a matter of specula- 
tion here, although the delay of Ro- 
jestvensky on the Indo-China coast 
has raised doubts as to his purpose to 
move northward and risk an engage- 
ment at an early date. The Vladivos- 
tok torpedo-boat destroyers have not 
been reported, and it is believed they 
have returned to Vladivostok. 


Demand Action Against France. 
London, May 8.—Special dispatches 


from Tokyo to the London morning 
newspapers represent that the Jap- 
anese feeling is becoming highly in- 
flamed at France's alleged failure to 
prevent ostentatious disregard for the 
principles of neutrality by the Russian 
Pacific squadron. The Tokyo Asahi 
bluntly describes the French assur- 
ances that they would preserve neu- 
trality as falsehoods, and declares that 
Japan would be justified in bombard- 
ing French territory, and calls on the 
government to take vigorous action. 
Among Japanese officials it is asserted 
that France put off Japan by fair 
promises in order to give Rojestven- 
sky time to effect a juncture with Ne- 
bogatoff's division.

FIRST AGCliENTS OF SEASON 


Mr- Priest List tils Life Saturday 


AfteroooB aid stanch Drowned

Buckeye Lake 1'aik. May 8.—Up to 


2::;o this afternoon the bodies of the 
two men who vfeic drowned here Sat- 
urday afternoont and Sunday morning, 
had not been yeimeied. The father 
of the Columbifc man is now on the 
water endeavor&ig to locate his son's 
body. 


All sorts of rumors are afloat here 


ami in Newark regauling the accidents 
but it may be stated authoritatively 
that Priest fell out uf tlie boat and 
was drowned before help could reacli 
him. 


The second death was that of Ed. 


Stauch or Strautz. who worked at the 
cash register factoi\ in Columbus. 
with two other men was in a boat be- 
tween Beech Island and Bader's early 
Sunday morning when in some way 
their boat was overturned. Two col- 
ored men heard their screams and hur- 
ried to the scene and succeeded in res- 
cuing two of the tiio but Stauch or 
Strautz sank out of sight. It is said 
that the latter had considerable money 
in his pocket. 


W. A. Priest, whose home was on 


South Second street, just outside of 
the city limits, was drowned Saturday 
afternoon about X:.iO o'clock at'Buck- 
eye Lake. Mr. Priest was in company 
with two other men, Lew Harrington, 
and his brother-in-law, Frank Kissell. 
The three men were about 100 yards 
from shore, a short distance east of 
Buckeye Lake Park, when in 
some 


manner Priest fell into the water. He 
attempted to reach the boat, but owing 
to,t,Ue. fact tlia,t«^|Ue waves were rather 
strong- it was impossible to get the 
boat close enough to him, before he 
went down. A search was immediate- 
ly begun for the body, and was kept 
up until late Sunday night, when the 
search was 
Kiven 
up. Bodies 
lise 


in shallow »vair-r as soon as decompo 
sition begins, which is usually about 
nine days, so that it is expected that 
the body will appear inside of that 
time, if not found before. 


Mr. Priest resided with his parents, 


besides whom lie leaves a wife and 
two children and two brothers 
and 


three sisters, who live in Newark. He 
was 31 years of age and quite well 
known in Newark. He was employed 
on the farm of Mr. George W. Havens, 
south of the city. 


This was the first drowning of the 


season at the lake, and it is. hoped 
will be a warning to all parties to use 
great care in boating.

Charges of conspiracy by both sides is 
the reason given by Mayor Dunne for 
the appointment of the investigating 
committee.

teamsters' union also said that the 
unions would be found ready to assist 
the mayor's committee in every man- 
ner possible to bring to light all the 
facts concerning the difficulty. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor 


decided to withdraw labor union funds 
from the banks whfcb. subscribed to 
the $50,000 fund to aid the employers 
and to urge individual members to do 
likewise, and to attempt to secure the 
indictment of the officials of tbe Em- 
ployers' association on a charge of 
conspiracy against certain team own- 
ers. 


It is believed here this week will 


either bring an end to the teamsters' 
strike in Chicago or else one of the 
•worst industrial upheavals in the his- 
tory of the city. The present trouble, 
which has lasted for two weeks, has 
reached a point where the business 
men involved in the difficulty appeaf 
to have gained a decided advantage, 
and the teamsters appear now to be 
in a position where they must either 
yield or decide to extend the strike by 
calling out thousands of other work- 
men engaged in affiliated unions. The 
business men have made preparations 
which, if carried out 
successfully, 


would indicate that the teamsters will 
ce compelled to surrender or call on 
tbe other unions for assistance. The 
Chicago Federation of Labor, the cen- 
tral body for all the unions in the city, 
met but took no action looking to an 
extension of the trouble. A great deal 
of incendiary talk was Indulged in, 
but nothing definite was done with 
the exception of the passage of resolu- 
tions charging the Employers' Associa- 
tion with conspiracy, and asking that 
State's Attorney Healy start an inves- 
tigation of their business methods. 


Arrangements have been made by 


every business house involved in the 
trouble to at least double its force of 
nonunion men. All preparations have 
been made to start out 1,009 wagons 
manned by nonunion men. Each of 
these wagons will be guarded by dep- 
uty sheriffs or policemen, and each 
one of these men has received explicit 
instructions from their superior offi- 
cers to prevent disturbances of any

fur various reasons are opposed 
to public ownership that elect- 
ed officials cannot be expected 


Jo possess the detailed technical knuxsl- 
*dge and the expeneiu-e lleces^.'il•y to 
the proper administration of such com- 
plex and dixersified enterprises as 
street railways, j;as worUs, electric 
lighting and poxver plants, the erection 
and superxisiou of dxvellings aiid cot- 
tages and the numerous other under- 
takings assumed or in contemplation 
by the municipalities ol Great Britain. 
Next to the fear of offering added op- 
portunity lor oilicia! plunder this is the 
more quoted argument made yiiumst 
the system by those who discust. and 
write of it in ihe United Su.tes. 


Such a plea is nuely made iu Hug- 


land and never in fxutiaad even by 
those xx ho hax e most reason to c all 
halt on any extension of the ucld ot 
public ownership. I tailed x\ith .score-, 
of business men and lar^e pivipertx 
owners, and it is only the siuple tiuth 
to state that x\ ithout exception these 
men asserted that no such charge xvat. 
even entertained by the responsible 
element of tbe c-ouimumt\. 


It is difficult for an American to com- 


prehend the possibility of a uumicipa 
legislative and executive body actuated 
Soleh by an intelligent di -ire to so 
administer atiairs as to s.iUgiuid am: 
prouiotu the common iuterests of citi- 
Zciia and taxpayers. 


The British taxpayer selects his al- 


derman or councilor xvith the same 
care and with the iame obje< t in View 
that actuates him xvheu he has a x ote 
for the choice ot directors in a prix ate 
corporation. 
He looks tor a man xvho 


possesses judgment, ability and unim- 
peachable integrity. 
He does not de- 


mand a man xvho necessarily has an 
exact technical masteiy of all of the 
details pertaining to the undertakings 
he will aid in supenl&iug. 
Neithei 


does be insist that the director of a 
railroad in xvhich he is a stockholder 
shall be able to regulate the executive 
work of the general manager of the 
system. 


An Englishman seldom seeks higher 


honor than an election as alderman in 
the toxx n or city of bis. birth. As a step- 
ping stone to this great distinction he 
must first serve as councilor, and one 
must stand high ill a parish betore be 
may hope to be chosen coiuicilor. l''roin 
their number the < ouncilors elect oue 
thud of their m-embers lo the exalted 
office of alderman, and if an alderman 
lives long enough he is certain to be- 
come ui.iyor or lord mayor of his town 
or city. 


Xot until a man has acquired a com- 


petence of this world's goods does he 
a&piie to civic- honors in Great Br'tain. 
The man xvho at the age of forty-live 
has '.von a modest fortune must hold 
hiiuselt in readiness to retire at the call 
Of his neighbors or to suirender a large 
share ot his time to the service of ms 
community. There are scores of offi- 
cial positions he may be called on to 
nil, but iu none of them xx 
-ill he receive 


oue penny of salary, nor need he ex- 
poet am material benefit or business 
prestige front the holding of such an 
office. 


Mayors, aldermen, councilors, trus- 


tees and other elective ortiu.ils in Great 
Britain ser\ e absolutely x\ ithout pay. 
The majority of these men devote a 
Ur^s slkire of their time to the cities 
xvhich hiixe thus bonoied them. They 
enter into this e\-vuti\e xvork with as 
much or more enthusiasm as xvas for- 
merly displajed in the amassing of pri- 
vate fortunes. They take a pride and 
delight in roistering the details per- 
taining to the committees on xUiich 
they are placed and gradually dex eiop 
until they are capable of taking charge 
ot any branch of tbe municipal service. 


I xxould that ex'ery careless Amciicau 


citizen could witness a .vision of the 
city couiK-il of M inche.stcr. xvlnch is of 
i txpe common in (lu-at Knti:in.
